The signatory powers, in order to bring. peace to a war-torn contin- 
ent, do hereby compact the following: 

1. All hostilities shall cease as of January 1, 1912. 

2. fHk: armed forces of each of the -.signatory powers shall re- 
main at the current strength of seventeen (17) units. 

3. All territories under the control of either of the signat- 
ory powers shall remain under the control of that power, in perpet-.. 
uity. This proviso pieces all of Europe under one or ^tKe* other of 
the signatory powers, with the exception of the Republic of Switzer- 
land, which is guaranteed independence in perpetuity by the/signat- 
ory powers. This proviso is -.not restricted to continental Europe, 
but includes all islands and the occupied portions of Asia and Af- 
rica. 

4. The signatory powers agree* to peace inj.perpetuity and will 
henceforth devote all their efforts' to rebuilding/ the war-shattered 
economies of the occupied territories. "
